By vintgc of this 4G, whenever his Ma- 
jeſty's.. leadiag, Sword in the common 
Cauſe of Chriftendeom has been called 

| | abroad, 
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abroad, and thereby the Regency de- 
yolyed into the Qyeen's Hand ,, as all 
thoſe times of his Majeſty's Abſence 
were eyer at that aCtive Seaſon of the 
Year, as required the moſt vigorous apd 
moſt vigilant Councils of Exzgland; ſo 
the Royal Helm, tha ſteered by a Fee 
mele Hand, was never better giided, ar - 
more firmly, by the moſt Manly Royal 
Plat, | may trply ſay, that, as ſhe was 
a ſecond Elizabeth in the Church, ſo ſhe. 
was 00 leſs in the Council-Chamber. 


But as highly qualified as ſhe was far 
Exerciſe of Sovereign Pawep ; how the 
affected it, I ſhall refer my Reader to the 
Reverend Dean of Sf. Payi's his more 
emigent Authority, where jo the Enymg- 
ration of her feveral other Vertues, he 


4 pleaſed to leave us this Record of 
er. 


She was the (Flory af her Sou, and 
4% Ornament to the Crown wore, 
made truly Great by Nature, Birth 
aud Education. She bad &« large and 
capacious Mind, 4 quick and lively 


Apprehenſion, and a piercing ane; 9" 
Ay" 
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Judgement ; ſhe had « Strength and 
Firmneſs of Mind beyond her Sex, 
and ſuch a Dexterity in managing the 
greateſt Affairs, as would have become 
the greateſt and moſt experienced Mi- 
niſters. Never was there greater Skill 
"in Government with leſs Fondneſs for 
it, which ſhe could take up and lay 
down with the ſame Equality of Mina: 
Tho, T doubt, I muſt unſay that, for 
ſbe was always grieved at the occaſion 
of taking the Government, and as 
glad to reſien it. 


Newer was Majeſty better temper 'd 
with Eaſineſs aud Sweetneſs ; She knew 
how to. be familier without making 
ber ſelf cheap; and to condeſcend 
without Meanneſs : She had all the 
Greatneſs of Majeſty, with all the 
Vertues of Converſation, and knew 
very well what became her Table, anda 
what became her C ouncil-Board, &c. 


Is 


« Claims and Prerogatives were ſo lirtle 
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In ſhort, her greateſt and moſt im- 
placable Enemies ( for Vertue it ſelf 
will meet with Enemies in the World) 
had no other fault to charge her with, 
bat her Throne, which is the only 
thing for which moſt Princes are va- 
luable. She aſcended the Throne in- 
ated before ſhe deſired it, but was thruſt 
into it, not by an hafly Ambition, but 
to ſave a (inking Church and King- 
dom: And I hope England will al.- 
wdys have Reaſon to ſay, That an 
empty Throne could never have been 
filled with a nobler Pair. 


As the heighth of her Birth, and the 
depth of her Condu@ and Capacity, fo 
every ways ſuted to her Place and Cha- 
ratter ( her little Ambition of Power 
only excepted ) had fo ſignally enrich'd 
her for a Sovereign Head : And to al 
this the bountiful Riches of Nature in 
ſo many Perſonal Accompliſhments, had 
mark'd her out as well for the leading 
Court-Star tooz yet either of theſe 


£ 
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her Concern, that the only Study of her 

Life was that Exemplary Piety, as ſhould 

render herthe leading Vertue that ſhin'd 
there. For ſo free was ſhe from the 
leaſt Pride and Vanity, thoſe too com- 
mon Taints both of Greatneſs and Beau- 
ty; that if it were poſſible for her to 
glory in any of her illuſtrious PerfeCti- 
ons or Acquiſitions, it was not in the 
"Beauties of her fair Eyes, or the Glories 
of her exalted Station, but thoſe of her 
more exalted Mind : ſo far was ſhe from 
being tranſported or delighted with what 
her Crown or her Glaſs reflefted her, 
| that on the contrary, ſhe only looked 
vpward for the Luſtre to adorn her, 


_ inward for the Mirror to pleaſe 
er, 


And altho three Diadems were a very 
alluring Birth-right, a fair Portion of 
Worldly Felicity, yet ſhe had till a 
bigher Ambition : The Crown ſhe alpi- 
red to was enrich'd with far brighter 
Luſtre than that of Pearls and Dia- 
monds, and ſo little was ſhe elevated 
with her firſt, that ſhe waited only for 
ker later and dearer Coronation.

But not only to ſurvey her in this 
higher Sphere of Picty and Religion, 
but deſcend from her Communication 
with -Heaven, to her Converſe with 
Man, and deſcribe her Morals as well as 
Divinity : She was the kindeſt and moſt 
conſtant Patroneſs to her Friends. And 
to keep up no leſs to the great Chriſtian 
Maxim of returning Good for Evil; ſo 
ſhe was a ProteCtreſs even to her Ene- 
mies, whilſt many a juſt Blow from too 
many deſerving Heads has been ſhielded 


- off by her interpoſing Mercy. 


T hen for another of her ſhining Ver- 
tues, ſhe was Charitable (if that Do- 
frine might hold in ow Church) even 
to Merit, And as ſo many hundred poor 
Widows are now provided for mourning 
Attendants at her Funeral ; ſo in her 
Life-time ſhe has made many more hun- 
dreds of them ſmile at her Gate, than 
thoſe are now order*d to mourn at her 
Hearſe z when ſo many Mouths bave 
been fed, and Backs clothed by her 
Majeſty's Royal Bounty. And whilſt 
{o many living Mouuments of her Ho- 
Rour {hall ever ſing ber Praiſes ; {o the 


cheer- 
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cheerfal and thankful Prayers of the 
. Poor are of all, the loudeſt Trumps of 
Fame ;, for their Sound reaches Heaven, 


and makes the ſweeteſt and moſt grate- 
ful Muſick there. 


Take her in al] Capacities, ſhe was a 
Wife ſo tender, that all her Sex might 
take Pattern from : A Princeſs ſo gra- 
ious, that all Mankind could do no leſs 
than reverence : A Miſtreſs ſo obliving, 
that even the pooreſt of, her Merials 
could not bur doat upon her: And a 
Companion: ſo cheerful, ( where ever ſhe 
vouchſafed her Friendſhip and Conver- 
ſation) that made all Harmony where- 
ever ſhe ſpoke; every thing ſmiled round 
her, Heaven only excepted, when it ſo 
early ſnatch'd her away. Yet pardon 
that Expreſſion, Heaven ſmiled not leſs 
on her, in advancing her to that brighter 
Crown of Glory ſhe ſo long aſpired to, 
and was ſo well prepared for ; but on us, 
when we were thought unworthy the 
longer Bleſſings of ſach a Prineeſs. 


To all her more Princely Perfettions, 
thoſe ſuperiour Ornaments, (for-we have 
Rill new Subject of her Praiſes, in a yet 


lower 
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lower Claſs of Vertues) ſhe thought it 
no Diſgrace to wear the humbler Femi- 
nine Badg even of common Domeſtick 
Houſewifery, whilſt that Hand! that 
graced a Royal Scepter, condefcended 
to the poor Needle; as if ſhe reſolved 
to make her Life a Pattern to Woman- 
kind, as well to the Cottage "as the 
Court ; and by this particular Humility, 
to ſhame the Idleneſs of the higheſt and 
proudeſt, as well as lead and encourage 
it from ſo Royal an Example, even the 
loweſt and the meaneſt. 


And now to deſcend to the humbleſt, 
and at leaſt the moſt negleted part of 
her Life, her Diverſions, the Hours ſhe 
rarely ſtole from Books or Devotion. 
The Theatres have ſometimes -( but very 
rarely ) prevailed, and that by Dint of 
Addreſs and Supplication, for the Ho- 
nour of her Royal Preſence. The Mules 
( for whom both her Perſon and her Life 
were the faireſt Scene) have now and 
then obtain'd the Grace of her Royal 
Encouragement. | 


And beſides the ſeveral Balls and 


Masks at Court upon the Anphvertartes 
O 
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of her Coronation, or thoſe of her own 
or his Majeſty's Birth-days, her Majeſty 
was twice publiekly entertain'd by the 
iy of Lerden; the firſt was on the 
29tb of Oftober, in 1689, being the Fe- 
ſtivat Day of Sir Thomas Pukingtor's 
Iaſtalment into his Mayoralty ; and 
the ſecond on the ſame Day in the 
Year 1692, the like Feſtival Triumph 
at Sir Fobn Fleat's Accellion to the 


At the firſt of theſe Invitations from 
the City, their Majeſties, with both the 
High Courts of Pacliament (thes ſit- 
ting) with all the Chief Miniſters of 
State, Foreign Miviſters, their Majeſtics 
Privy-Council, the Judges, Ladies of the 
Court, &«c. beſides the Pageantry of the 
Day, were treated at a ſplendid and 
magnificent Dinner at Guildhall. At 
the ſecond Entertainment there was much 
the like Splendor and Magnificence re- 
peated, excepting that the Parliament not 
then ſitting, that part of their Honoura- 
ble Gueſts were wanting, Both which 
were attended with the univerſal Shouts 
and Acclamations of the People, ip Gra- 
Utude for the Honour the City, and the 


Satiſ> 
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Satisfation they themſelves received 
from their Majeſties Royal Preſence 
there; both through their Entry into 
the Citys and alſo their Return to Where 
ball. 1 ſhall only recite ſome part of the 
Solemaity. 


Upon the Haftings at the upper End 
of the Hall ( where, under a Royal Ca- 
nopy of State, the Table for their Ma- 
jeſties was ſeated ) being erected a ſtate- 
ty Strufure, ſupported with noble Co» 
lumns and Pillaſters of Egyptian Marble, 
the Baſe and Capitals of Gold, bearing a 
large.Etableture.of Silver, with' Banners, 
Trophies, Eſcutcheons, Statues, all ſu- 
table to the - Grandure of the Royal 
Gueſts, and the Solemaity of their Re- 
ception z ,upon a large Shield was ex- 
ceſlently painted the Poetical Story of 
Perſews and Andromeda, with this In-
